SALE OF WYANT PAINTINGS BEGUN. 


Seventy-Three Works Bring $17,900 on First 
Night at the Fifth Avenue Art Galleries. 

There was a large attendance at the Fifth Avenue 
Galleries last evening, at the first night’s sale of 
paintings by the late A. H. Wyant. N. A. The 
auctioneer was Mr. Robert Somerville. Many of 
those present were friends of the dead artist and 
seemed to take a deep interest in the proceeding and 
when any specially fine work of this prolific master of 
American landscape art was put up it was greeted 
with applause at once spontaneous and sympathetic. 
On the right of the easel on which the pictures were 
shown was placed Hartley’s plaster bust of the artist. 
Seventy-three pictures were sold, realizing $17,900, 
and the prices obtained may be considered fairly 
satisfactory. The bidding was brisk and spirited. 

Two works brought $1,000 each, the highest figure 
of the evening. They were “The Valley of the 
Housatonic," bought by Mr. Van Boskerck lor the 
Union League Club, and “Moonlight and Frost,’’sold 
to Mr. A. H. Hearn. The lowest price obtained was 
for “A Study," which went to M r. J. H. Dougherty for 
$45. “A Sunlit Vale’’ was bought by Mr. William 
Macbeth for $800. The same buyer also secured 
“Landscape," $100; “Landscape,’’$330; “Landscape," 
$280; “In the Deep Woods,’’ $210, and “Small 
Landscape,’’ $210. “Solitude, Adirondacks," was 
purchased by Mr. George A.-Hearn for $570. Mr. T.
